Twitchell 
found guilty 

O Verdict wraps up trial that made international headlines 
O Case attracted attention of U.S.-based true-crime TV shows 


Filmmaker Mark Twitchell looked 
straight ahead and swallowed hard 
yesterday as a juiy convicted him 
of killing and dismembering a 
stranger to match a movie script 
in what the Crown called a grand 
plan to become a serial killer. 

The family of the victim, Johnny 
Altinger, sighed with relief as the 
juiy foreman, when asked for the 
verdict, stood and announced, 
“Guilty of first-degree murder.” 

Seconds later, Altinger’s moth¬ 
er, Elffiede Altinger, began to ciy. 

“1 can’t imagine the fear, des¬ 
peration and pain that Johnny must 
have endured,” she said in a victim 
impact statement read aloud by a 
Crown prosecutor. 

“As a mother, 1 feel 1 can’t think 
about it without going over the 
edge. 

“My wish is for the perpetrator 
of this unforgivable and horrific act 
to reflect on his actions and die a 


slow death eveiy day of his life.” 

The jury deliberated for five 
hours after a month of testimony 
and evidence. 

First-degree murder carries an 
automatic life sentence with no 
chance at parole for a minimum of 
25 years. 

Twitchell’s family was not in 
court. 

As Twitchell left court he walked 
right past Edmonton police Det. 
Bill Clark in the front row. 

Clark was the lead investigator 
and, as court saw, first broke 
Twitchell’s resolve in a police inter¬ 
rogation video played in court. 

“1 wanted me to be the last face 
he actually saw before he walked 
out of there,” Clark later told 
reporters. 

Clark said he knew Twitchell 
was guilty on the first day he was 
picked up by police.

Those who frequently get 
parking and other traffic 
tickets are likely to take 
the brunt of new provin¬ 
cial legislation. 

A fee that came into ef¬ 
fect April 1 will be passed 
off to Edmonton motorists. 

“(The province) has sug¬ 
gested that we can embed 
some of the cost in our 
fines,” said Jason Darrah, 


corporate communications 
with the city. 

The new $15 fee applies 
to each licence plate search 
for parking violations, pho¬ 
to radar, red-light tickets 
and other traffic enforce¬ 
ment. “If it’s a $15 cost that 
we get, it could be as sim¬ 
ple as adding that on top,” 
said Darrah. 

“(But) there’s a chance 
the fee could be levied 
more than once — it may 
be more than $15.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 


has voiced his dislike of 
the fee and the lack of no¬ 
tice, and said yesterday 
that perhaps the fines 
could be increased depend¬ 
ing on the amount and 
severity of the ticket. 

Meetings are ongoing 
this week, but there is no 
official timeline for any in¬ 
creases. 

Should the fines be 
changed, there would need 
to be amendments to city 
bylaws as well as to provin¬ 
cial legislation.

Clearer rules governing 
massage businesses urged

O Changes would create regulations 
for safer practices, report says 


The lack of clarity in distin¬ 
guishing sexual massage 
parlours from professional 
health facilities is still rub¬ 
bing some the wrong way. 

But a report coming to a 
city council committee to¬ 
day, which suggests new 
business-licensing rules to 
better define the differ¬ 
ence between the two, 
could finally be the change 
one community has been 
hoping for. 

Helen Nolan, former ex¬ 
ecutive director of the 124 
Street Business Associa¬ 
tion, says there are at least 
three body-rub parlours in 
her area of the city. 

“Some have been here 
for years (but they’re) dis¬ 
creet,” she said. “The new 
ones are more in your 
face.” 

Nolan isn’t trying to de¬ 
ter anyone from using 
what she calls “happy 
hands” parlours, but 
wants businesses to be 
clear about what services 
they offer when trying to 
rent space from a land¬ 
lord. 

“We’re looking at the 
overall ambiance of our 
area,” said Nolan. “We 
want to encourage people 
to come (to) our area.” 


I Report details 

^ The report says that 
consolidating various 
bylaws will allow for 
uniformity in licence 
application, renewal, 
review and enforcement. 

^ The report suggests 
looking into a regulatory- 
enforcement team that 
could include the city, 
Edmonton Police Service, 
Alberta Health Services, 
Immigration Canada and 
Occupational Health and 
Safety. 

The proposed changes 
would bring together four 
bylaws (those regulating 
massage practitioners, ex¬ 
otic entertainers, escort li¬ 
censing and business 
licences) under one, which 
would “create a licence 
category for authentic 
health and wellness-en¬ 
hancement centres and 
practitioners,” says the re¬ 
port. 

“It’s not an easy solu¬ 
tion, but they’ve been play¬ 
ing with it for a long time,” 
said Nolan. “1 see light at 
the end of the tunnel.”

Years ago, Mike Lyons and 
30 to 40 other individuals 
used to “command down¬ 
town” on weekends, he 
said, riding their bikes on 
the streets and stunting in 
parking lots. 

Now the electrician and 
avid rider wants to create 
something more than an¬ 
other basic skate or bike 
park, some place riders can 
have fun and train in a safe 
environment. 

Lyons plans on unveil¬ 
ing plans for a bike-skills 
training facility at the an¬ 
nual Bikeology Festival in 
June.

“We’re looking at 100 
feet by 40 feet to develop 
this wooden structure on,” 
said Lyons.

O Rivals attack Harper on spending 
practices, corporate tax cuts 



Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper played defence 
against a three-man rush 
from his political rivals and 
their charges of deception, 
dubious spending practices 
and secretive, conspiratori¬ 
al government. 

His only offensive: Give 
the Conservatives a majori¬ 
ty or “we’re going to be 
back into a fifth election in 
no time at all,” Harper said, 
during yesterday’s debate. 

The rest of the time. 
Harper was under attack. 

Bloc Quebecois Leader 
Gilles Duceppe urged Harp¬ 
er to explain a draft report 
from the auditor general 
that calls into question 
Conservative spending 
practices. 


Harper’s principal rivals. 
Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff and the NDP’s Jack 
La34on, jumped into the 
fray. 

“The Conservative party 
is the problem here when 
it comes to the economy,” 
La54on said. He cited “right- 
wing” policies of deregula¬ 
tion and corporate tax cuts 
as reasons “why people 
can’t make ends meet, why 
so many people are still out 
of work.” 

Ignatieff accused Harper 
of failing Canadians by 
pushing corporate tax cuts, 
which the Liberals would 
cancel in order to pay for a 
student grants program. 

“That’s a billion-dollar 
investment... you spent 
that in 72 hours on the 
G8/G20 photo-op,” Ignatieff 
said.

Supporters are excit¬ 
ed, but detractors woriy 
iPads are wasted on pupils 
too young to appreciate the 
expense. 

Next fall, nearly 300 
kindergartners in the cen¬ 
tral Maine city of Auburn 
will get iPad2 touchpad 
tablets to learn their ABCs, 
1-2-3S, drawing and even 
music. 

The iPad is a powerful 
education tool with hun¬ 
dreds of applications, said 
Superintendent Tom Mor¬ 
rill. It’s simple to use and 
can bring learning to life 
with imagery and sounds. 
“It’s a revolution in educa¬ 
tion,” Morrill said. 

The $200,000 Morrill is 
proposing to spend on iPads 
— which retail for around 
$500 US — might be better 


spent on some other school 
program, said Sue Millard 
of Auburn, who has chil¬ 
dren in the fourth grade 
and high school. She also 
questions whether kinder¬ 
gartners are old enough to 


appreciate the effort. 

“1 understand you have 
to keep up with technology, 
but 1 think a five-year-old is 
a little too young to under¬ 
stand,” she said.

DON'T MESS 
WITH MAMA 

Bolivia may be one of the poorest places on 
Earth, but it's rich in at least one commodity: 
Legislation. 

I t’s about to pass the Mother of All Laws giving 
Mother Nature equal rights to human beings. In 
Bolivia, Ms. Nature goes by Pachamama, an An¬ 
dean deity that is at the centre of all life. As 
soon as the law is passed — and pass it will be¬ 
cause the ruling party has what Stephen Harper 
most desires: A majority in both houses of Parliament 
— Pachamama will gain 11 shiny new rights. 

Most of them are pretty basic: The right to life and 
to exist; the right to continue all her various cycles, 
from carbon to Krebs, without human interference; 
the right to pure water and clean air; the right not to 
be polluted; the right to balance; and the right not to 
be genetically altered. 

Then there’s this: Pachamama will enjoy the right 
“not to be affected by mega-infrastructure and devel¬ 
opment projects that affect the balance of ecosystems 
and the local inhabitant communities.” 

The guys who run the resource companies are 
howling with boyish laughter. You see, Bolivia has its 
own brown skeletons in its own sooty closet. More 
than one-third of its foreign currency comes from the 
mining of tin, silver, gold, etc., and you can bet 
Pachamama is feeling more than a little violated on 
that front. 

When you’re the world’s lOOth-ranked economy, 
below Trinidad and Tobago and Turkmenistan, for 
goodness sake, it’s tough to resist the temptation of 
all that glitters. Without precious metals, Bolivia’s 
largest export is soybeans and natural gas, a potent 
combination for sure. 

Ecuador has already tried something like this, but 
that hasn’t stopped anyone from plundering the 
Amazon. You have to wonder why they even bother 
— they’re just going to end up making themselves de¬ 
pressed as they continue to pollute and genetically 
modify until one day Pachamama decides to take the 
law into her own hands. 

That may be what’s motivating Bolivia: It’s not nice 
to fool Pachamama, and she is already showing signs 
of losing her legendary maternal patience: Bolivian 
scientists predict temperatures will rise up to 4 C over 
the next 100 years, all the glaciers will melt and 
Bolivia will become a desert. 

So rather than risk the loss of her affections 
altogether, all they can do is promise to try to nurture 
nature. And if they break their promise, she can 
always complain to the newly established Ministiy of 
Mother Earth. 

Good luck with that.

LONDON. Is there a science 
of happiness? 

A growing band of 
economists, politicians 
and academics thinks so 
— and is putting theoiy 
into practice by starting 
a “mass movement for a 
happier society.” 

Action for Happiness 
launched yesterday in 
London, encouraging 
hugging, meditation and 
random acts of kindness. 
It is getting underway as 
the British government 
asks statisticians to 
measure the economical¬ 
ly battered nation’s well¬ 
being. 

The non-profit group’s 
founders include a 
former Downing Street 
policy chief, Tony Blair’s 
biographer and an emi¬ 
nent economist. They say 
happiness is a deeply se¬ 
rious issue. 

Co-founder Richard 
Layard, emeritus profes¬ 
sor of economics at the 
London School of 
Economics, says the 
group “doesn’t have any 
creed or dogma. It’s a 
secular movement, 
grounded in science.” 

Increasing numbers of 
politicians are taking up 
that mantra. Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron has 
said “it’s time we focused 
not just on GDP but on 
GWB — general well-be¬ 
ing.”

Snakes 
on a plain 

Instead of a snake in the grass, it was 
a snake under the sink. 

A 75-year-old Winnipeg man got a 
slithery surprise Saturday after he 
discovered a six-foot snake under his 
bathroom sink in his apartment. 

The man called police, who 
notified the city’s animal services de¬ 
partment, which in turn captured 
the creature. 

Police said they then searched the 
rest of the building and discovered a 
suite with more than 50 snakes and 


other reptiles being hoarded by a 33- 
year-old man. 

Nine snakes believed to be illegal 
have since been seized, and the man 
is facing charges under the City of 
Winnipeg exotic animal bylaw. 

A spokesperson for the City of 
Winnipeg’s Animal Services Agency 
said the majority of snakes or reptiles 
seized are given to reptile zoos or 
shelters. Police said there was noth¬ 
ing to indicate the snakes or reptiles, 
which included a snapping turtle, 
were being mistreated. 

Under Winnipeg’s exotic animal 
bylaw, there is no set number for 
how many reptiles one person may 
own, but venomous reptiles or 
snakes are illegal in Winnipeg.

T he workplace no 
longer has tradi¬ 
tional borders. Em¬ 
ployees correspond 
through instant messages, 
through Facebook and via 
e-mail. Seldom do they do 
so exclusively for business 
purposes. Others, who are 
bored, unmotivated or un¬ 


derworked, surf the inter¬ 
net for much of their 
workdays, managing 
their sports pools, blog¬ 
ging about CO workers, 
reading the news or dat¬ 
ing on-line. Employers 
have good reason for con¬ 
cern. Lost productivity 
and potential liability for 
the actions of their em¬ 
ployees have caused most 
organizations to revisit 
their computer use poli¬ 
cies - or create new ones 
altogether. Here are some 
common issues. 

- Employees spending 
an inordinate amount of 
time at work accessing 
the web for personal use 
can be tantamount to 
theft of an employer’s 
time, which can be cause 
for dismissal, with appro¬ 
priate warnings. 

- Internet use that can 
be considered harassing 
or discriminatory will be 
often be grounds for dis¬ 


missal. In one case, two 
employees were fired after 
distributing a vulgar e-mail 
at work detailing the sexu¬ 
al g 5 mmastics of an over¬ 
weight female co-worker. 
In another case a New 
Brunswick judge upheld 
the dismissal of an employ¬ 
ee finding that his conduct 
amounted to sexual harass¬ 
ment because the female 
IT manager who per¬ 
formed an audit on his 
computer found the web¬ 
sites he visited "offensive". 

- Criminal laws can also 
be invoked if employees 
harass or intimidate 
coworkers or if they vio¬ 
late hate propaganda or 
obscenity laws. These em¬ 
ployees can end up surfing 
the classifieds for a lawyer, 
as well as for a new job. 

- And it's not just internet 
misuse at work that can 
land employees in my of¬ 
fices seeking legal advice. 
If the content of an em¬ 
ployee's blog, Twitter ac¬ 
count or Facebook page 
has a negative impact on 
the workplace, discipline 
may be justified.

Students are going 
out for the green 

O Applications for enviro-programs are on the rise 



Canadian students are 
flocking to environment-re¬ 
lated programs as experts 
predict a boost in green sec¬ 
tor jobs. 

"The latest figures show 
enrolment in university 
programs, such as land-use 
planning and conservation 
biology, have risen dramati¬ 
cally in recent years. 

Environment-related col¬ 
lege programs have also 
seen a slight increase in en¬ 
rolment. 

Meanwhile, experts say 
the country’s burgeoning 
green economy holds many 
opportunities for graduates 
willing to step off the beat¬ 
en path. 

While it still represents 
fewer jobs overall than oth¬ 
er fields, the green sector 
“is an emerging part of the 
economy that’s growing at 
a faster rate than the tradi¬ 
tional pieces,” said job ex¬ 
pert Alan Kearns, founder 
of Careerjoy. 

Graduates who can mar¬ 
ket themselves in that 
economy are likely to be in 
demand, whether they end 
up working in a green start¬ 
up or co-ordinating a more 
traditional company’s sus¬ 
tainability efforts, he said. 

Students are showing a 
“huge interest” in green 


jobs, said Laurie Sim- 
monds, president of Green 
Living, the marketing firm 
behind the Green Living 
Show in Toronto. 

That’s why this year’s 
show will include a green 
jobs forum on April 16, to 
help job seekers connect 
with green sector employ¬ 
ers, she said. 

Roughly two thirds of 
green companies expect to 
hire full-time employees in 
the next five years, accord¬ 
ing to a survey performed 
by ECO Canada last year. 


Tom Rand, a clean tech¬ 
nology expert who will 
headline the green jobs fo¬ 
rum, said most opportuni¬ 
ties available right now 
involve installing green 
technologies such as solar 
panels rather than develop¬ 
ing new ones. 

At the same time, there’s 
always room for innovation 
and entrepreneurship, said 
Andrew Heintzman, chair¬ 
man of Ontario’s climate 
change advLsoiy panel.

A fresh treat for kids? Yes, it’s possible 


O After months of holiday-related treats, these lemon 
squares are refreshing O Kids can help to make them 


Sometimes, it feels like 
health-conscious parents 
can’t catch a break. 

Just when you’ve man¬ 
aged to get past the Hal¬ 
loween treats (and the 
accompanying sugar 
highs), candy canes show 
up. And when you’re done 
with those, Valentine’s 
chocolates start appearing. 
Then they make way for 
eggs, chocolate bunnies 
and cream-filled chicks. 

I’m looking forward to a 
few months without a 
treat-oriented holiday. 

Meanwhile, I’m selling 
my kids on the idea of 
spring-themed treats as a 
replacement for excess 
chocolate eggs. These 
lemon squares might help 
me convince them. 

If you can find Meyer 


lemons, they really are 
worth the extra expense. 

Not as sour as regular 
citrus, they’re vibrant tast¬ 
ing and veiy easy to juice 
and zest. But any lemon 
will do. 

Addition of the wheat- 
germ to the crust gives it a 
nutty flavour, which is a 
nice foil for the lemony¬ 
ness of the squares. 

This is a recipe with lots 
of opportunities for kids to 
get involved: pressing the 
crust into the pan, crack¬ 
ing eggs, grating the 
firozen butter. And, of 
course, doing what they do 
best: scarfing back the re¬ 
sulting treats. 

Preparation: 

I ln a bowl, combine 
flour, wheat germ, icing 


sugar and salt. Grate the 
sticks of frozen butter 
with a cheese grater in¬ 
to the flour mixture. 

Toss the frozen butter 
curls into the flour mix¬ 
ture until you have a 
mealy texture. Press the 
loose dough into 13 x 9 
inch (3 L) baking dish 
and use your hands to 
flatten it. Refrigerate for 
15 minutes. 

2 Bake crust in 350 F (180 
C) oven for 15 to 18 min¬ 
utes or until just begin¬ 
ning to turn golden. 

3 Filling: In bowl, whisk 
together sugar, flour, 
salt, lemon rind and 
juice, eggs and egg yolk. 
Whisk until well blend¬ 
ed. Gently pour filling 



mixture onto the hot 
crust. Bake for 18 to 20 
minutes or until the fill¬ 
ing has just set.

Allow to cool complete¬ 
ly before slicing into 
squares.

Engine 

Returning for 2011 is the base 173-horse¬ 
power 2.4-litre four-cylinder engine, al¬ 
though its redesigned engine mounts are 
claimed to lessen the amount of noise and 
vibration that made life unpleasant for 
many Sebring owners who selected this 
engine.

Vinyl siding for a 
house is probably a 
good product, just not 
too mind-bending. 
Vinyl for vehicles is a 
whole other story. The 
possibilities are posi¬ 
tively mind-blowing, if 
you're ready to cover 
parts, or your entire 
car, with a vinyl wrap. 


inyl wraps 
started show¬ 
ing up about 
15 years ago, 
mostly as a 
cheaper and 
more graphic alternative 
to painting, to deck out ve¬ 
hicles for promotional and 
marketing purposes. 

Eventually they made 
their way to personal cars, 
particularly limiiy car and 
sports car owners looking 
for that “gangster” look — 
no chrome, all black matte 
“stealth bomber.” 

Brian Spiteri’s firm. Big 
Picture Imaging of Camp- 
bellville, Ont., 
(bigpictureimaging.ca) has 
done its share of these fiill- 
matte, full-wrap projects, 
including a recent one that 
was so wondrous that even 
the R8 owner’s teenage son 
had to concede that his fa¬ 
ther “may have crossed the 
line over to cool.” 

Spiteri’s latest project 
was on his own hobby car 


— a 1981 Porsche Targa 
SC. One of the major vinyl 
wrap suppliers, Germany’s 
Oracal, recently came out 
with products particularly 
suited as a “paint replace¬ 
ment.” Spiteri was ready 
to change the colour of his 
car, but was leery about 
covering up the Porsche’s 
original paint — a much- 
coveted aspect of a collec¬ 
tor car and one that can 
considerably juice up its 
future value. This new 
wrap sounded like the per¬ 
fect solution. 

“Wraps actually protect 
original paint from oxida¬ 
tion and fading,” says Spi¬ 
teri. “But wraps also give 
you the opportunity to 
have some fun, by letting 
your personality shine.” 

In the end he opted for 
metallic azure blue with a 
high-gloss finish. A few 
years from now, when 
he’s not feeling quite so 
blue, he’ll just peel off the 
wrap (carefully), and 
presto! — back to original 


paint, or on to Ferrari Red. 

Appl 3 dng vinyl wrap is¬ 
n’t quite as easy putting 
up wallpaper. Spiteri says 
it’s a job best left to the 
professionals. You think? 

Contemplating a home 
project soon has me 
picturing myself on the 
garage floor, crazily 
wrapped in vinyl, tiying to 
wiggle, armlessly, over to 
the phone, to peck out 911 


— with my nose. 

A full wrap, executed 
by the pros at Big Picture 
Imaging, would start 
around $3,000. 

Full wraps aren’t cheap, 
concedes Lione Ole, a well- 
known photographer, spe¬ 
cializing in newborns 
(amazingnewborns.com). 

When he relocated from 
Montreal to the GTA area 
last year, one of the first 


things he did was buy a 
black VW GTl and send it 
over to Spiteri’s shop for a 
wild wrap. He considers 
the outlay to be a 
worthwhile investment in 
marketing. Anyone who 
has seen the finished prod¬ 
uct would have to agree. 

Because a huge picture 
of a screaming baby on a 
hood of a car is just some¬ 
thing that seems to stick.

Finally, numerous 
owners wish for a better 
standard stereo. 

Common Issues 
On a test-drive, check the 
brakes and 4x4 system for 
proper operation and en¬ 
gagement. Tires and the 
clutch, if equipped, should 
be checked for wear as well. 
If in doubt, ask a mechanic. 


The underbody should 
be extensively checked 
for dents, scrapes and punc¬ 
tures caused by off-roading, 
too. If the vehicle’s former 
owner bashed the heck 
out of the Tacoma’s floor- 
pan during careless off- 
roading, now is the time to 
find out. 

Finally, Having the Taco¬ 
ma you’re considering in¬ 
spected for rust should be 
considered absolutely 
mandatoiy. Though no wor¬ 
risome drivetrain or elec¬ 
tronic-related issues 

present themselves in 
checks of online forums, 
some earlier Tacoma mod¬ 
els in this generation were 
actually recalled due to 
a heavy rust problem, 
which could see the frame 
perforate. 

The Verdict 

Ultimately, a clean, well- 
maintained and rust-free 
Tacoma should provide 
years of enjoyable pickup 
truck wholesomeness with 
minimal headaches.

( When talking about CM this 
year, you have to start with 
Chevrolet. 

And if the only thing 
Chevrolet was doing for 
the 2011 model year was 
launching the Volt electric 
car, that would be enough, 
especially considering the in¬ 
vestment dollars tied up in 
technologies that have never 
found their way into a mass- 
produced car. However, 
Chevrolet is also ousting the 
Cobalt small car in favour of 
the brand-new Cruze, while 
at the same time prepping a 
convertible version of the Ca- 
maro for early 2011. You had 


to expect big things from the 
reconstituted General Motors 
and, well, you're looking at it! 
The concept behind the com¬ 
pact four-door-sedan Volt is 
relatively simple. The 
onboard batteries provide 
power to the electric motor 
for about 65 kilometres of 
combined city/highway driv¬ 
ing, after which a 1.4-litre 
four-cylinder gasoline gener¬ 
ator engine kicks in to charge 
the lithium-ion battery pack. 

And don't forget that the 
2011 Volt earned the North 
American Car of the Year 
award at the Detroit Auto 
Show last month. 





In just a few years, Chrysler 
has gone from being owned 
by a German company, to pri¬ 
vate ownership, to being 
steered by an Italian company 
that happens to be one of the 
largest automakers in world. 

But now what? Having 
gone through bankruptcy and 
bailout in 2009, the biggest 
issue seems to be getting new 
product on the market for 
people to actually test drive 
and buy. 

And the best news, here, is 
that parent Fiat actually wants 
to build cars. There has been a 
ton of work going on behind 
the scenes, including a new¬ 


ish 200 sedan (and 
convertible) based on the pre¬ 
vious front-wheel-drive 
Sebring sedan platform, but 
with much smoother front 
and rear styling and LED 
lamps. 

The 300, which was styled 
by Canadian Ralph Gilles who 
now runs Dodge, comes in for 
a visual makeover — new 
grille, tail lamps, more steeply 
raked windshield, new 
wheels, etc. — and a very ele¬ 
gant and high-quality interior 
upgrade with soft-touch ma¬ 
terials, less plastic and more 
modern shapes, switches and 
dials.
